Inspection 

proposal 

reviewed

City commissioners re- 
viewed a proposal for a man- 
datory rental inspection policy 
for Manhattan Tuesday night 
at a work session. 

Rental-property own- 
ers, students and other con- 
cerned citizens spoke up dur- 
ing the open period to display 
a collection of diverse perspec- 
tives. 

Some landlords argued 
that full enforcement of the 
International Property Main- 
tenance Code would be unrea- 
sonable. They said it would re- 
quire some minor violations to 
be addressed that would place 
a heavy financial burden on 
landlords and ultimately their 
tenants. 

Student Body Vice Pres- 
ident-Elect Wayne Stoskopf 
said he'd like to see something 
rather than nothing. Stosko- 
pf, junior in agribusiness, said 
compromise might be accept- 
able. 

The landlords proposed 
an alternate rental inspection 
plan that landlord Todd Thae- 
mert of TNT rentals called 
"less intrusive" than the plan 
proposed by the rental inspec-

Activist discusses welfare issues, student dissents

Students and interested citizens 
from across the state attended a guest 
lecture by columnist and conservative 
advocate Star Parker Tuesday night in 
the K-State Student Union's Little The- 
ater. 

Introducing Parker to those in at- 
tendance was Kris Kobach, Ph.D., pro- 
fessor of law at UMKC and the 2004 
Republican Congressional candidate 
for Kansas' 3rd District. 

"[Parker] is someone who can 
change people's minds. When she 
speaks, she speaks from experience. For 
example, when she talks about abor- 
tion or welfare, she is not speaking as 
a rich suburban woman but rather as a 
woman who has been poor and lived on 
[welfare]," Kobach said 

The idea that Parker brings a dif- 
ferent opinion to political lecturers was 
a uniting opinion shared by many who 
attended and organized the event. Jill 
Ihrke, senior in English literature, said, 
"She has a rare message coming from 
a black woman that you don't often 
hear." 



One of the main messages Parker 
conveyed was a breakdown of family 
values in the black community. She ar- 
gued this breakdown is largely respon- 
sible for the perpetuation of the cycle of 
poverty many black communities have 
experienced since formation of the Wel- 
fare State. 

She called upon the fact that seven 
out of 10 black children are born out of 
wedlock. Parker also argued that the re- 
liance of many social welfare programs 
is a result of the "coupling of socialism 
with sexual chaos." She said, "For every 
two black babies that are born, one is 
aborted." 

She argued that the implementa- 
tion of socialist policies at the time of 
the civil rights movement fueled many 
black people's dependence on welfare 
programs. "[Welfare policies] targeted a 
group of people ill-equipped to fight off 
the heavy-handed rhetoric of govern- 
ment promises." 

Parker said while she was a liv- 
ing on welfare, life became a game for 
herself and the women she associated 
with. 

"The game involved three ideas: 
don't work, don't save and don't get 



married," she said. 

She said many women would stay 
pregnant to receive their bi-monthly 
welfare checks and abort the baby when 
the time came. "This confines people 
forever to a life of poverty." 

Parker said that her D.C. -based 
think tank, Coalition on Urban Renew- 
al and Education (CURE), sought "mar- 
ket-based ideas to solve poverty. Many 
of the challenges in black America are 
moral and not racial." 

A question-and-answer forum fol- 
lowed Parker's lecture. Controversy 
ensued when Melisa Posey, junior in 
women's studies, passionately made a 
personal statement about having a sim- 
ilar background as Parker and receiving 
food stamps. Posey stated that she and 
Parker were the only two women of col- 
or in the room and they shared many of 
the same experiences. 

But Posey then criticized Parker for 
her failure to represent values of diversi- 
ty that Parker and the group that spon- 
sored her visit claim to support. During 
the course of Parker's calm response, 
Posey decided to leave. A man from the

Rare books collection available to students

The fifth floor of Hale Li- 
brary conceals a collection of 
rare and special books that are 
often unnoticed by library us- 
ers. The department remains 
relatively quiet behind its open 
wooden doors, away from stu- 
dent traffic. 

Genres ranging from poet- 
ry and history to science fiction 
and horror stack the shelves of 
the K-State Rare Books Collec- 
tion. 

"A lot of students don't 
know it exists," said Roger Ad- 
ams, curator of special collec- 
tions and associate professor. 
"But students should take the 
time to check it out." 

The special collections 
department is composed of all 
printed materials that date back 
as early as 1486, with current 
volumes catalogued as well. The 
printed materials range from 
books to university-archived 
manuscripts. 

"They are often referred to 



as rare books, but they are really 
just unique and don't have to be 
old to be considered rare," Ad- 
ams said. "Some are even com- 
mon, but were previously owned 
by someone well-known who 
kept notes in the margins or 
are only one of five copies pub- 
lished." 

The books hold distinct qual- 
ities that separate them from the 
rest of the library's printed mate- 
rial. 

"We have a first edition Rob- 
ert Frost book of poetry, a na- 
tionally ranked cookery collec- 
tion, books given to World War 
II soldiers, and a 6-millimeter 
tall novelty book that was once 
considered the smallest book in 
the world," Adams said. 

Students have relatively 
open access to the special col- 
lection, and can benefit from the 
extensive research opportunities 
within the 90,000 volumes of 
books and other manuscripts. 

"You can find just about 
anything and satisfy any interest 
here, and many classes are in- 
tegrating projects to encourage

student use of the department," 
Adams said. 

Tony Crawford, university 
archivist, said the rare books and 



manuscripts complement each 
other and both departments sup-

Sullivan also is a pro- 
fessor in the department of 
landscape architecture and 
affiliate faculty member for 
the University of Illinois and 
a former K-State assistant 
professor of environmental 
design. 

Linn will be visiting April 

14- 16 and has served as depu- 
ty editor of "Architectural Re- 
cord," a monthly architectur- 
al magazine, since 2005. Linn 
also has served on the K-State 
department of architecture's 
Professional Advisory Board 
since 1995 and was named 
the College of Architecture, 
Planning and Design's Alum- 
ni Fellow in 1994. 

De Noble has taught ar- 
chitecture at Florence, Ita- 
ly, Syracuse University and 
the University of Arkansas, 
where he is currently the de- 
partment head of architec- 
ture.

Increased funding pushes forward 
construction on Linear Park Trail

With warmer weather on the 
way, one way to escape Manhattan 
without leaving town is to head to 
the Linear Park Trail. 

The Linear Park Trail offers 
about 10 miles of walking, jogging, 
hiking and biking trails around 
Manhattan. The trail is still being 
constructed, but should eventually 
surround the entire town. 

Eddie Eastes, Manhattan park 
superintendent, said the trail will 
continue to be constructed as mon- 
ey becomes available. 

"It is an ongoing project with 
different stages," Eastes said. "The 
intent is to have the trail circle the 
town." 

Eastes said there was a grant 
requested to get more money for 
the trail, and he also hopes the trail 
will get funding from the stimulus 
package to continue with portions 
of the trail. 

Throughout Manhattan, there 
are several different access points 
to the trail. Linear Trail also fea- 
tures trail segments at Northeast 
Park Trail and the Sunset Zoologi- 
cal Park. 

A citizen group lobbied for the 
trail in 1983 and the city initiated 
a feasibility study in 1985. A quali- 
ty of life bond issue passed in 1986 
and Phase 1 design of the trail be- 
gan in 1987. From there, sections 
of the trail continued to be built 
throughout the years. 

"It will be nice when the trail 
is completed," said Brady Burton, 
a Manhattan resident. "But it's not 
bad the way it is." 

The trail attracts many hikers 
and bikers, including students, res- 
idents and those just visiting Man- 
hattan. Doug Wright, who was 
in Manhattan for business from 
Wichita, said he saw part of the 
trail from his hotel and decided to 
try it out. 

"It's great and comfortable," 
Wright said. 

Benjamin Eggers, a junior at 
Manhattan Christian College and 
Nick Steffen, a sophomore at MCC 
said they both enjoyed running and 
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The Linear Park Trail is a 10-mile path that skirts around Manhattan. Caleb Otto, 
senior in mechanical engineering, jogs on the Linear Park Trail on a bridge over 
Wildcat Creek on Monday afternoon. 



walking on the trail. Eggers said 
he is able to escape the city atmo- 
sphere on the trail in the wilder- 
ness among nature.

Bosco accepts chancellor position at KU

An uproar of betrayal and utter con- 
fusion by the student body has engulfed 
the grounds of K-State, which could be 
subsequently less purple after Pat Bosco, 
former vice president of 
student life and dean of 
students, has left K-State 
to accept the position of 
chancellor at the Uni- 
versity of Kansas. 

Bosco was offered 
the job by the Kansas 
Board of Regents after 
receiving a nomination

The University of Kansas is ful- 
ly aware of how big a supporter Bosco 
was to his alma mater, and it is rumored 
the school has placed a loyalty clause in 
Bosco's contract that states he must get 
a tattoo of a Jayhawk and present it to 
university officials within 30 days. 

Upon hearing of the job offer on 
Tuesday, Bosco vigorously accepted the 
position and immediately left Anderson 
Hall heading east. Before Bosco reached

al students and Willie the Wildcat, who 
tried to make a final appeal for the chan- 
cellor-select to stay at K-State. However, 
Willie's plea fell on deaf ears, more than 
likely because Bosco had no idea what 
Willie was miming. 

"Thank God I never have to wear 
purple again!" Bosco shouted as he 
walked away from K-State for the last 
time ever. 

Bosco possesses a rather large 



amount of K-State collectables, items 
and memorabilia, including his purple 
Jeep Grand Cherokee, which is painted 
purple. 

The chancellor-select has left every- 
thing but his Jeep behind. It was driven 
to a Lawrence body shop to be painted 
crimson and blue - the official colors of 
KU.

was found in Bosco Student Plaza re- 
moving the chancellor-select's name 
from the area Tuesday night, and as her 
last act as student body president, has 
asked the student body to now only re- 
fer to the space as the Student Plaza.

Apparently, tradition means nothing to 
those who call themselves Wildcat faithful. 

Former head football coach Charles 
Bachman had a vision: a 
vision of installing a sym- 
bol that would forever 
strike fear into the hearts 
of any foe who dared to 
enter the confines of Me- 
morial Stadium. In 1922, 
that dream became a re- 
ality when "Touchdown," 
a vicious, Jayhawk-eating 
bobcat, was introduced to 
the student body. Touch- 
down became a regular at 
K-State home games, constantly on guard and 
ready to annihilate any opponent who crossed 
his path. 

As the story allegedly goes, two veterinar- 
ians nursed the ferocious beast back to health 
after a fight with a porcupine prior to his ar- 
rival in Manhattan. But don't be fooled, K- 
Staters. Touchdown was the real deal, and he 
was indeed a ticking time bomb. 

Much to the dismay of the Wildcats' op- 
ponents, the horror continued year in and 
year out. There have been 10 successors to the 
original, each equally as intimidating as the 
one before. 

The current heir to the throne, "Touch- 
down XI," resides at Manhattan's own Sun- 
set Zoo. I recently visited the celebrity to dis- 
cuss his legendary family heritage, but the 
sheer awesomeness of the story rendered him 
speechless.

In recent years, the 
replacement mascot, who now runs around 
dressed like a football player, has been spotted 
performing ridiculous acts at Bill Snyder Fam- 
ily Stadium. 

"It's kind of disturbing," said Paul Kirk- 
wood, a concerned fan. "Normal folks don't 
celebrate by doing push-ups or spelling out 
letters with their bodies."

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NETANYAHU BECOMES 
ISRAEL'S PRIME MINISTER 

JERUSALEM (AP) - Benja- 
min Netanyahu, taking office as 
Israel's new leader Tuesday, prom- 
ised to seek "full peace" with the 
Arab and Muslim world, but re- 
fused to utter the words the world 
was waiting to hear: "Palestinian 
state." 

Netanyahu took pains to por- 
tray himself as a pragmatist, telling 
parliament Israel does not want to 
rule the Palestinians. 

"Under the permanent sta- 
tus agreement, the Palestinians will 
have all the authority to rule them- 
selves," Netanyahu said. 

His words drew a sharp reac- 
tion from Palestinian negotiator 
Saeb Erekat. "I want to say to Mr. 
Netanyahu that the only way the 
Palestinians can rule themselves, 
by themselves, is through ending 
the Israeli occupation that began in 
1967 and establishing an indepen- 
dent Palestinian state," Erekat said. 

Netanyahu's refusal to em- 
brace the idea of Palestinian state- 
hood could put him at odds with the 
Obama administration and much of 
the rest of the world. In recent days, 
Netanyahu moved to soften his im- 
age, announcing that he supports 
peace talks with the Palestinians. 



OBAMA ARRIVES IN LONDON, 
FIRST LEG OF EUROPE TRIP 

LONDON (AP) - President 
Barack Obama embarked on his 
Europe trip Tuesday, with a hefty 
economic and national security 
agenda for his first journey across 
the Atlantic since taking office. 

The president and first 
lady arrived in London Tuesday 
night. First up for the president 
was a summit of the world's 
economic powers to address the 
global financial meltdown. 

Obama planned to meet with 
leaders of Britain, Russia and 
China - major players in the U.S. 
financial system. He also sched- 
uled meetings with leaders of In- 
dia and South Korea while in 
London. 

On his five-country trip, 
Obama will meet with Europe- 
an leaders who split with the U.S. 
over the war in Iraq and the treat- 
ment of suspected terrorists held 
at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 

He also will participate in 
a NATO summit marking the 
60 years since the alliance was 
founded. 

Obama plans to attend inter- 
national summits on urgent top- 
ics, and he will make his first stop 
in a Muslim nation - Turkey. 



GM CEO HENDERSON SAYS 
MORE PLANTS COULD CLOSE 

DETROIT (AP) - General 
Motors Corp.'s new chief execu- 
tive said Tuesday that more of the 
automaker's plants could close 
and bankruptcy is "more prob- 
able" as GM works to meet new, 
tougher requirements for govern- 
ment aid. 

In his first news conference as 
CEO, Fritz Henderson said he ex- 
pects the company would "need 
to take further measures" beyond 
the five plants the company said it 
would shutter when it submitted a 
restructuring plan. 

GM is likely to offer another 
buyout program to workers as it 
looks to cut labor costs, he said. 

President Obama said Mon- 
day that GM's initial plans to be- 
come viable didn't go far enough. 
He gave the company 60 days to 
make more cuts and get more con- 
cessions from bondholders and 
unions. The Obama administra- 
tion asked former CEO Rick Wag- 
oner to resign, and Henderson 
took over as CEO on Monday. 

Henderson said though GM 
would prefer not to use bankrupt- 
cy protection, it is "certainly more 
probable" than in the past. 



SEBELIUS ADMITS ERRORS, 
PAYS $7,000 IN BACK TAXES 

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Health and Human Services 
nominee Kathleen Sebelius has 
corrected three years of tax re- 
turns and paid more than $7,000 
in back taxes after finding "unin- 
tentional errors" - the latest tax 
troubles for an Obama adminis- 
tration nominee. 

The Kansas governor ex- 
plained the changes to senators 
in a letter dated Tuesday that was 
obtained by the Associated Press. 
She said they involved charitable 
contributions, the sale of a home 
and business expenses. 

She and her husband paid a 
total of $7,040 in back taxes and 
$878 in interest to amend returns 
from 2005-2007. 

Several Obama adminis- 
tration nominees have been de- 
railed by tax issues, notably the 
president's first nominee for 
HHS secretary, former Senate 
Democratic leader Tom Dasch- 
le. He withdrew from consider- 
ation while apologizing for fail- 
ing to pay $140,000 in taxes and 
interest.

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PAKISTANI TALIBAN CHIEF 
THREATENS U.S. ATTACK 

ISLAMABAD (AP) - Paki- 
stan's Taliban chief claimed 
responsibility Tuesday for a deadly 
assault on a police academy, say- 
ing he wanted to retaliate for U.S. 
missile attacks on the militant 
bases on the Afghanistan border. 

Baitullah Mehsud, who has a 
$5 million bounty on his head, also 
vowed to "amaze everyone in the 
world" with an attack on Washing- 
ton or the White House. 

The FBI said he had made 
threats previously and there was no 
indication of anything imminent. 

Mehsud, who gave a flurry of 
media interviews Tuesday, has no 
record of actually striking targets 
abroad. 

Pakistan's former govern- 
ment and the CIA consider him the 
prime suspect behind the Decem- 
ber 2007 killing of former Prime 
Minister Benazir Bhutto. 

Pakistani officials accuse him 
of harboring foreign fighters, in- 
cluding Central Asians linked to 
al-Qaida, and of training suicide 
bombers.

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Professor authors bestselling financial how-to books

A K- State student strolls into 
the office of Fred Brock, her ad- 
viser and professor. A book on his 
desk catches her eye -"Live Well 
on Less Than You Think: The New 
York Times Guide to Achieving 
Your Financial Freedom." Interest- 
ed, her eyes scroll over the author. 
She immediately realizes the au- 
thor's name is the man in front of 
her. 

Brock is a professor in the 
A.Q. Miller School of Journalism 
and Mass Communications. He 
teaches three classes and mentors 
15 students. He's also written four 
books, one of which sold 100,000 
copies and appeared on the Ama- 
zon Top 10 list. 

Brock said he decided to write 
his first book, "Retire on Less Than 
You Think: The New York Times 
Guide to Planning Your Financial 
Future," because he was writing a 
column for the New York Times 
called "Seniority." 

"Then, I did a second book 
called 'Live Well on Less Than You 
Think,' which was not just for old- 
er people, but for everybody," he 
said. "It was how to manage your 
money and make the most of what 
you have and save money, without 



sacrificing too much of a lifestyle." 

Brock's agent suggested he 
write his next book on health 
care. 

"The book on health care was 
also not aimed at older people - 
just a general audience," he said. 
"It's how to survive and get decent 
healthcare in this terrible system 
we have." 

Bonnie Bressers, associate 
professor of journalism and mass 
communications, said she is im- 
pressed by Brock's writing talents. 

"He has the ability to write 
books of a very readable pragmat- 
ic fashion," Bressers said. "He has 
an uncanny ability to pick topics 
that are of high interest to a large 
number of people. The topics of 
these books are perfectly timed for 
this time and place." 

Though Brock started out as 
a reporter, he said the transition 
from journalism to books was a 
change he welcomed with open 
arms. 

"I like the rhythm of writing 
a book, after a whole lifetime of 
writing news stories on a deadline, 
having to rush, rush, rush," Brock 
said. "It's nice to take time and 
have several months, even maybe 
as long as a year, to write some- 
thing that's more significant and 
more lasting and more expanded. 



So it's nice - I like it." 

The rhythm is slower, but 
Brock admitted that juggling his 
various activities is not always 
easy. 

"When I'm writing a book, 
it's hectic - I usually write on the 
weekends, at night, on days that 
I'm not teaching," Brock said. "I'm 
pretty organized and I'm able to 
compartmentalize things, so I 
manage OK. There were a few all- 
nighters, but not too many." 

The professor, adviser and au- 
thor stays motivated by his audi- 
ence's responses to his books. 

"I get letters and emails from 
people that [my books] have been 
helpful in navigating problems in 
our society like healthcare, retire- 
ment, getting your finances under 
control," Brock said. "I've gotten 
tons of letters from people who say 
that because of reading my book 
on retirement, they feel a lot better 
about retiring early." 

Though the topics of Brock's 
books might relate best to older 
generations, Brock's students em- 
phasize the value his experience 
brings to the classroom. 

"It's a great idea for K-State 
to bring in someone of his back- 
ground - someone who's worked 
the field before," said Herbie 
Teope, junior in print journalism. 



"It's wonderful to have someone 
here who's from the industry, be- 
cause students tend to pick up on 
experiences more than just straight 
teaching." 

Brock is planning his next 
book, and he continues to contrib- 
ute to the New York Times. 

His best-selling books, "Re- 
tire on Less Than You Think: 
The New York Times Guide to 
Planning Your Financial Future" 



(2004); "Live Well on Less Than 
You Think: The New York Times 
Guide to Achieving Your Finan- 
cial Freedom" (2005); "Health 
Care on Less Than You Think: The 
New York Times Guide to Getting 
Affordable Coverage" (2006); and 
"Retire on Less Than You Think:

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Texas A&M study shows children strain marriage

According to an eight-year study of 
218 couples, the arrival of the first-born 
child can bring problems to a relation- 
ship and cause unwanted stress. 

The study, funded by the Nation- 
al Institutes of Health, was completed 
by Texas A&M professor of psycholo- 
gy Brian Doss and University of Den- 
ver's Scott Stanley, Howard Markman 
and Galena Rhodes. 

"In doing this study, we wanted to 
look at two key issues," Doss said. "First, 
does having a child negatively affect 
most marriages? The answer appears 
to be yes, it does. Second, are there fac- 
tors that help us tailor additional help 
for couples who are the most at-risk for 
developing problems? The answer also 
appears to be yes." 

Doss and his colleagues followed 
the couples for eight years, studying 
their pre-birth and post-birth behavior, 
concluding that for the average couple, 
the arrival of the first baby puts the cou- 



ple in difficult situations that often lead 
to relationship problems. 

"With the birth of the first baby 
comes a decrease in the number of rela- 
tionship positives and an increase in the 
negative aspects," Doss said. He went 
on to say that very few couples seemed 
to benefit from having their first baby. 

Doss found in his studies that the 
birth of the first baby was followed by 
problems in communication between 
the parents and an overall decline in the 
couples' satisfaction with the marriage. 
But this was not true for all of the cou- 
ples that were studied. 

"I think that you should be in a sta- 
ble relationship before you are married 
and that you should be able to support 
your child and spouse," said William 
McGinness, a junior university studies 
major. "I want to have more than one 
child, and I think having a baby will 
only become a problem if I let it. The 
main thing is to focus on your relation- 
ship not only with your spouse, but also 
with your child." 

Though 90 percent of the couples 



showed problems, the relationships of 
some couples were actually strength- 
ened post-birth. 

Couples who lived together before 
marriage experienced more problems 
after birth than those who lived sepa- 
rately before marriage. In addition, cou- 
ples whose parents fought or divorced 
showed greater dissatisfaction in their 
marriage. 

"Babies are a wonderful thing, and 
it's sad to hear that their birth can have 
such a detrimental effect on the rela- 
tionship of the parents," said Steven Ri- 
ela, sophomore in neuroscience. 

Yet there are some factors that 
can lessen or even prevent relationship 
problems that might occur after the 
birth of the firstborn. Doss found that 
couples who had been married longer 
or who had higher incomes seemed to 
have fewer problems than those with 
lower incomes or who had been mar- 
ried for a shorter period of time. 

The study also showed that the 
child's gender might have an effect on 
post-birth relationships.

tions advisory commit- 
tee. 

City officials said 
the maintenance code 
could be enforced in a 
way similar to speed lim- 
its. 

In this case, whoever 
was inspecting a proper- 
ty would make a judge- 
ment about the severity 
of a violation and deter- 
mine whether or not the 
code will be enforced. 

Commissioner Jim 
Sherow said the code 
should either be en- 
forced fully or not ad- 
opted. 

The landlords' pro- 
posed alternative to the 
committee's plan is an 
expansion of already ex- 
isting fire codes. 

Fire inspections are 
only mandatory for rent- 
al properties containing 
three or more units. 

The expansion 



would allow the inspec- 
tions to be applied to all 
rental units. 

The alternative was 
called a "lame-o ordi- 
nance" by Mayor Mark 
Hatesohl, but he said it 
might be the incremen- 
tal step needed towards 
improving the quality 
of rental properties in 
Manhattan. 

The issue will be 
discussed further by the 
rental inspections advi- 
sory committee during 
the next few weeks. 

Commissioner Bruce 
Snead said he would 
like to see the commit- 
tee come to a consensus 
on the issue. 

"I don't want all 
the political capital and 
time [committee mem- 
bers] have invested in 
this to go for naught," 
Snead said. "I want to 
see something come out 
of this and achieve some 
level of these goals."

"[The collection is] here 
to be used and all students 
are welcome," Crawford 
said. 

Special care is taken 
to ensure the future stabili- 



ty and survival of the collec- 
tion obtained mostly through 
alumni and other donors. 

"All the materials are 
brought to the students, so 
they are handled in the prop- 
er way," Adams said. "Tem- 
perature, lighting and hu- 
midity all need to be kept un- 
der control." 

Changing exhibits are 
also part of the special col- 
lections department, which 



introduces students to rare 
volumes within the various 
collections. Each year, the 
department features three to 
four exhibits and holds fun 
events throughout the peri- 
od. 

"Last year, we did a lec- 
ture on the brewing process 
and presented our collec- 
tion of alcohol books," Ad- 
ams said. "We also had a 
beer tasting for those of legal 



age." 

Making sure the special 
collection remains open for 
student use is very important 
for the department staff, who 
is available to help with any 
academic needs or curious 
minds.
